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Sengfests, Shorts, Pageanty 
al Welsh Festival 


Che Red Dragon of Wales will fly high this summer! 


From the steep cliffs of the Welsh coast to the wooded interior, 
it will stalk through the skies, emblazoned on hundreds of flags 
honoring the Festival of Wales, a celebration embracing the whole 
country. 


A festival of countrywide proportions grew out of the fact that 
a mighty sports spectacle —the British Empire and Commonwealth 
Games — will be held for the first time in Wales. Cardiff, the capital, 
was selected as the setting (July 18-26). But other towns, wishing 
to honor the occasion, are “planning various celebrations. Now, some 
90 cities, towns and hamlets have become involved, offering plays, 
poetry, songfests, exhibits, and a host of other events. Suddenly, 


Wales has a festival on its hands. 


Queen Elizabeth will be patron of the festival. It will open 
May 3 with celebrations in Cardiff. ‘Trumpet fanfares will sound 
through the land. Castles will be floodlit. ‘Torches will flare from 
mountain tops. The Welsh Guards, one of Britain’s crack infantry 
regiments, will march through the country as a salute to the affair. 


The main events will include some of the long-established annual 
festivals, such as the Royal National Eisteddfod, a tournament for 
singers and poets, presided over by judges in white robes of Druid 
priests. It will be held at Ebbw Vale during the first week of August. 
Another annual event made part of the festivities will be the Inter- 


national Musical Eisteddfod held at Llangollen, July 8 through 12. 


Some of the fun will take place in towns with seemingly unpro- 
nounceable names. For example, Betws-y-Coed, a town in Caernar- 
vonshire, will present a gay carnival during the month of July. At 
nearby Pwllheli there will be a music festival. Llandyfaelog and 
Cerrigydrudion, less concerned with culture at this particular time, 
are planning to show off their fine black cattle at agricultural shows. 
Cwmewrach will hold a chrysanthemum fair and Glyncorrwg, in 
Glamorganshire, is offering a “week of special celebrations” in June. 


The old Welsh (avira from which these place names are 
derived is still very much alive, spoken in the pulpits, on the radio, 
printed in newspapers and taught in schools. 

Fortunately for linotype operators and proof-readers, nothing has 
been planned at Llanfairpwllgwyngyllgogerychwyrndrobwlllantysil- 
liogogogoch, a town in Anglesey spelled with 59 letters, and which 
takes up 25 feet on the station platform sign. 


Various cities are planning pageants to honor their famous men. 
Episodes in the life of Pembroke’s greatest son — Henry ‘Tudor, who 
became Henry VII of England, the first of the Tudors — will be 
played out on the greensward fronting the very palace in which he 
was born. Dylan Thomas, a famous Welshman of more recent 
vintage, will be honored by Laugharne, his hometown and the place 
where he is buried. His body was taken there after his tragic and 
untimely end in New York in 1953. On August 14 and 15, the 
townspeople will give an open-air presentation of “Under Milk 
Wood,” the play which gained fame after his death. Local people 
have been assigned parts, among them the daughter of the landlord 
of the Cross House, the pub where Dylan drank his beer and ate his 
pickled cockles.

HE 1958 Miami-Nassau ocEAN RACE began at noon on 
W Tuesday, February 4, as a beautiful if bumpy downhill 
“ax slide, under colder conditions than had greeted yachtsmen 
in many a year. The blue Florida skies, swept by a 24-knot north- 
west breeze, had an arctic clarity that morning with temperatures 
to match as the 19-boat racing fleet maneuvered for favorable starting 
positions in the cresting Gulf Stream chop, a mile off Miami's 
Government Cut. 


Aboard Gus Boorstein’s new 56-foot centerboard yawl, Rob Roy, 
of the Knickerbocker Yacht Club, New York, we were armored 
against the bracing weather under layers of sweaters and foul weather 
gear as we split tacks with our competitors. 


The starting gun went off to the simultaneous thunder of our 
big Genoa jib as we came about a scant five boat-lengths from the 
weather end of the line, marked by the accompanying Coast Guard 
cutter, Walnut. Seven seconds later we shot over it, first in the fleet. 


“Set the mizzen staysail,” ordered Skipper Boorstein, and in 
moments, with every rag from big jenny to jigger full and drawing, 
we began to drop the white-winged fleet astern as we rose to the 
steep quartering Gulf Stream seas and swept down into the troughs

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Sailing conditions were ideal. Our sheets were eased before a 
fine beam breeze; decks were reasonably dry, except for occasional 
wet ones that came aboard up forward when we heeled over in 
the puffs; and Rob Roy was romping merrily along before the pride 
of the Southern Ocean Racing Conference. 


Navigator Dan Strohmeier of Larchmont, N. Y., allowing for 
the northerly set of the Stream, set a direct course for Great Isaacs 
Light on the edge of the Bahama Banks, 67 miles to the eastward, 
the first leg of this 184-mile classic. 


Less than an hour after the start, the wind hauled far enough 
aft to permit us to hoist a spinnaker. Under the skilled orders of 
sail master Vic Romanga of Port Washington, N. Y., all hands set 
the red-ribbed kite and Rob Roy lifted like a gull under its power. 


But the wind veered shortly, and by 2 p.m., when we bucked 
our way across the narrow 4-knot core of the towering Stream, we 
had handed the spinny and mizzen staysail and gone back to big 
Genoa. 


As we scanned the horizon, we saw the fast-scattering fleet was 
similarly rigged. 


Our hottest competitors that day were John Wilson’s husky 
57-foot ketch, Western Star, of Marblehead, Mass., and the Eastern 
Yacht Club, the only boat who gave us time, and the 54-foot ketch, 
Malabar XIIL, owned by Sam Torok of Mane 


The others were all hull down astern; the latest weather report 
which predicted veering winds was very encouraging; and our hopes 
for finishing in the money began to soar. 


Lunch on that brisk, brilliant day was a miracle of hot broth 
and succulent chicken, served up by our cook and port watch captain, 
John Rodstrom of Ft. Lauderdale, while Rob Roy flew across the 
Gulf Stream at 7 and 8 knots, dipping her spars at the wave tops. 
As the afternoon wore on, and we began to gain the other side of 
the Stream, seas eased appreciably. 


At nightfall, we divided our nine-man crew into two sections, 
and the watch below were pounding their respective ears when the 
first marker, Great Isaacs Light, was raised exactly where navigator 


Strohmeier had arranged, just under the leeward bows. 


We dined on roast beef and new potatoes at the change of the 
four-hour watch while Rob Roy, still on her original port tack, 
dropped Great Isaacs Light astern and sailed into the chilly dusk 
of Northwest Providence Channel. 


As the light failed that evening, we saw Malabar XIII and three 
others still dogging us fairly closely. 


The beam breeze had now gone far enough ahead for us to 
hand the mizzen staysail, but unde Genoa, main, and mizzen, we 
continued to make good 6 knots, and up to 8 in the puffs as we 
raced east-southeast down channel towards our second mark, Great 
Stirrup Cay, some 63 miles off. 


“My God, there's a sight to behold up forward,” exclaimed Vic 
when he came on deck after dinner. Surprised, we all looked over 
the bows and around the bellying foot of the Genoa jib to where 
the golden wafer of a moon just past the full seemed to be rising 
from the shadowy horizon scarcely 100 yards away. Instinctively 
we fell silent for a moment, and held our positions, watching this 


nightly mystery, now icily molien! lifting in the night wind. 


But power always before poetry is the rule of ocean racing. 
And we jumped to stations when the helmsman said shortly, “Wind's 
backing to the northwest.” In the few moments the glowing moon 
took to float free of its rippling prison, we handed the Genoa and 
set the spinnaker and mizzen staysail again. 


Ocean races are won—and lost — by suiting sail changes to 
wind shifts as soon as they occur — or failing to.

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At midnight, however, the spinny was down again, and the 
Genoa back up. And in the early morning, half-way to Great Stirrup 
Cay, as Skipper Boorstein suggested, we handed the jenny too and 
set a nylon trap for our lessening and veering breeze with a balloon 


jib, our lightest headsail. 


Seven miles astern, in the silver stealing path of the moon, we 
could still see the lights of Malabar’s tall rig. But the others, led 
by Fred Guggenheimer’s nimble new 43-foot yawl, Mogu, of the 
St. Petersburg Yacht Club, which had been holding up 5 miles 
astern of Malabar, had all disappeared. 


The weather forecast we'd heard Tuesday afternoon for shifting 
airs with southeasterlies beginning late Wednesday now came true. 
Our bold northwest winds diminished, drooped, and died, leaving us 
to flop about in full view of Great Stirrup Cay, which we picked 
up with the first light Wednesday morning. 


Until early evening that day we fought the successive battles of 
the Great Stirrup headlands as we tacked interminably, trying to 
ease Rob Roy into the Northeast Providence Channel where we 
could set a course for Nassau Harbor, 54 miles away. 


Bill Turtle, Rob Roy’s only Bahamian crew member, and a 
veteran of four previous Miami-Nassau races, guided us along Great 
Stirrup’s shores and past its tidal cuts. 


“That ‘Turtle’s got a pair of hands on him like a jockey,” muttered 
Skipper Boorstein as we tacked skillfully, if maddeningly slowly 
around the island. 


By 6 p.m., we were beating our way down the eastern coasts 
of Great Stirrup, and as we raised the distant coral clumps of the 
Berry Islands, the wind settled in the southeast for fair and came 
in at 15 knots, right on the nose. It was going to be a dead beat 
to Nassau, but as strategists Rodstrom and Strohmeier foretold, these 
tough conditions would favor us and give Rob Roy a fighting chance 
to save her time on the smaller fellows, like Carleton Mitchell’s 
38-foot yawl, Finisterre, of the Nassau Yacht Club, to whom we 
gave as much as 4 and one-half hours. If the race had developed 
into a reach home after rounding Great Stirrup Cay, on the other 
hand, the Class B and C boats might have been able to beat us 


royally on corrected time. 


That night, after a rich dinner of Rodstrom pot roast, we began 
our swift exacting beat to Nassau Harbor. After a giveaway start 
on an ocean race like the one we'd had, a final long beat to wind- 
ward can make even the most dedicated racing men grit their marine 
teeth. And this one was no exception, except for its extreme beauty. 


The seas sliding smooth from the southeast were breathing plains 
of rippled silver, and over them in a night of cloudless stars, the 
moon rose to its zenith and laid its track from Rob Roy’s threshing 
forefoot to a dark infinity of waters. Hour upon hour we tacked 
under its light into the freshening southeasterly breeze, past Little 


Harbor Light, the Berry Islands, and beyond. 


We had the big jenny on her again, and by 3 a.m., Thursday, 
February 6, it was breezing on appreciably, up to 20 knots in the 
puffs. The loom of Nassau was ahead now, and the short tacks 
necessitated by the shifty winds began to punish us a bit. 


With one of the four-man deck watch on the wheel, two men 
winching and tailing the thick Dacron Genoa sheets around the 
husky “coffee grinder” on Rob Roy's fantail, and one man forward, 
handing the great shuddering sail around the mainmast as we came 
about time after time, the crew began wishing for respite and favoring 
winds as grimly as for victory. 
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We had unshipped Rob Roy's movable forestay to give the 
headsail a clear foredeck, but it was still devilishly hard to manage 
coming about. We sprang less and less joyously to the commands 
of “Hard-a-lee.” But we kept springing, nipped knuckles and wet 
britches notwithstanding. The others were nowhere in sight, Nassau’s 
lights were beckoning, and the scent of “first” was in our nostrils. 


Dawn Thursday was a wash of palest orange over the green 
silhouette of New Providence Island. The breeze slackened as we 
gained the lee of the land, and the entire crew turnd out, gulping 
steaming mugs of coffee between maneuvers as we put Rob Roy 
through her final paces. 


The sails of three other boats hove into sight astern as we 
closed with the harbor entrance and they put a real edge on our efforts. 
We made one long tack, one short one, another long one, and one 
short, then suddenly, “We'll do it this time,” said Bill Turtle, and 
the helmsman put her hard over for the last time. 


Leaving the coral heads of Hog Island and the white tower of 
Nassau’s lighthouse well to port, we sailed within a hand’s breadth 
of the red entrance buoy to starboard, and crossed the finish line 
first in the fleet at 8:14.14 that fine morning. 


Our closest follower in the race, Sam Zorovich’s Malabar XIII 
of the Coral Reef Yacht Club, Miami, was second boat to finish, 
and David J. Morrison’s 45-foot sloop, Salty, from Savannah, Ga., 
and the Beaufort Yacht Club came in third on elapsed time. 

We had finished in 44 hours, 8 minutes, and 50 seconds, and 
our corrected time of 43:08.29 gave Rob Roy her hoped-for first 
in Class A. 


Carleton Mitchell’s sleek little Finisterre was the overall Miami- 
Nassau winner on corrected time and first in Class C. 


Solution, the 46-foot sloop owned by Thor Ramsing of Green- 
wich, Conn., and the Indian Harbor Yacht Club, took Class B honors. 


Rob Roy’s pace-setting double victory was a glittering prize for an 
18-month-old boat making her first appearance in the SORC. An 
unusually stiff centerboarder designed by Arthur C. Robb and built 
by Herbert Woods Ltd. of England in 1956 expressly for August 


Boorstein, she represents a lifetime of racing and cruising require- 
ments combined in one powerful weather-going hull. 


Gus Boorstein of Manhasset, N. Y., a big bluff man who knows 
his boat as well as he loves it, attributed his victory impartially to 
good fortune, a willing crew, and a splendid sailboat. 


It was Rob Roy’s grizzled Swedish captain, Harry Jensen, who 
unwittingly spoke for all of us Thursday morning, entering Nassau 
Harbor, when, after we requested a Bahamian flag to fly, he asked, 
‘“Vot —a Bohemian flag?” 


We roared our approval. The harbor inside was brilliant as a 
blue jewel; the pastel hotels on the beach were just awakening; the 
bum boats and photographers celebrating the arrival of the first boat 
were steaming alongside Rob Roy; a rocket went off somewhere; 
and suddenly we felt we had earned the carnival Harry’s flag foretold.

show had great personal interest.

Mrs. Smith’s friends at the opening pre- 
view tea were intrigued with the story, which 
brought home the way in which many of 
the (mea lithographs chronicled the history 
as well as the manners and mores of the 
times. 

The collection of 72 prints were lent by 
the Museum of the City of New York, all 
but two of the number being from the 
Harry ‘T. Peters Collection at the museum. 

Arrangements for the show here were 
made largely through Russell Plimpton, Four 
Arts director, and John Walden Myer, direc- 
tor of the Museum of the City of New York. 

On February 11, Mr. Myer spoke at the 
Four Arts on the prints, coming from New 
York for the occasion. 

The varied facets of life in the 19th Cen- 
tury were reflected in the various categories 
covered by the exhibition. It was divided 
into groups such as: City Views, the Country, 
Life on the Mississippi, the West, Ships and 
Yachting, Hunting and Fishing, the Turf 
and a general classification of Comic and 
Cental Subjects.” 

Though the handsome sailing vessels, the 
action-packed turf and hunting prints and 
the historic scenes attracted many admirers, 
other spectators appeared to enjoy most 
searching out the amusing commentaries on

This gallery was filled with 15 oil paintings 
by George H. Durrie (1820-1863), all lent 
from the personal collection of P. H. B. Fre- 
linghuysen of Palm Beach and Morristown,

Though only two of the 15 New England 
landscapes were the subjects of Currier and 
Ives prints, all were in keeping with the 
general trend of art in the mid-19th Century.

Scene IV, presenting the loose look versus 
the waistline fashion, was a_ take-off on 
WCBS’s “What's My Line?” Entitled 
“What's My Waistline?’, it opened with 
Bennett Cerf as moderator, tossing hints as 
to the identity of two mystery guests to Steve 
Allen, Panelist Dorothy Kilgallen appeared 
in a slim waistline-moulding short dress of 
black organdy by Ceil Chapman, and TV’s 
Jayne Meadows in a loose top beige Chan- 
tilly lace cocktail dress from Herbert Sond- 
heim. 

Also appearing in this scene was Shirley 
Booth (“Miss Isobel”) wearing Nettie Rosen- 
stein’s sheer light grey wool dress belted 
through slots in front only. 


Costumes in many categories from bathing 
suits to short evening dresses were grouped 
in the waistline scene.

The duplex apartment is composed of 16 
rooms and six baths, long corridors and a 
spacious entrance hall.

Adjacent to the dining room is a serving 
pantry which adjoins the kitchen.

There is a dishwashing machine in the pantry 
and a stove, breakfast trays, and a. complete 
set of cooking utensils in the kitchen.

The drawing room is one of the more 
spacious rooms in the Presidential Suite. Low 
sofas and chairs with pure silk slipcovers in 
gold, rose and blue adorn the room. A card 
table topped with green felt stands in one 
corner. An old wine cellar with a tiny brass 
lock has been turned into a side table, while 
antique Italian mirrors, decorated with gilt 
Phoenix birds, hang on either side of the 
walls nearest to the entrance. Carved Italian 
console tables rest under each mirror. A wood- 
burning fireplace, a grand piano and Hi-Fi 
help provide all the comforts of home. 

In the entrance hall an “old South” atmos- 
phere is predominant.

The United States pavilion at the coming 
World Fair is taking shape as one of eke 
most attractive structures in international ex- 
position history, but might be obliged to 
operate on a part-time basis owing to inade- 
quate funds. With the 44-nation fair sched- 
uled to open on April 17, the American exhi- 
bition is threatened with having to close at 
6 p.m. every day. The huge crowds expected 
to attend the Fair will however be able to 
visit the Russian pavilion, located just across 
the street, until 11 o'clock every night. 

The atmosphere of the American building 
is hospitable, airy, and imaginative, it has a 
handsome, gently ascending terrace filled with 
apple trees, that leads to the circular Ameri- 
can pavilion designed by New York architect, 
Edward D. Stone. It appears apt to contrib- 
ute to producing the “emotional reaction and 
illuminating experience” that United States 
Commissioner General Howard S. Cullman 
says he hopes for. However, unless Mr. Cull- 
man is able to obtain the additional $2,054,- 
000, the American exposition will confront 
numerous other difficulties besides the threat 
of closing early: Notably $375,000 is the 
minimum required to increase the scale of 
American artistic representation. Even with 
this amount, it will probably be impossible to 
overcome the Russian lead in this field. 
Moreover, the United States display at the 
16-nation Hall of Science exhibition is ex- 
pected to suffer in quality unless another 
$150,000 is made available. By contrast, the 
Russians are going all out in their hall of 
science preparalions. 

In addition, it may not be possible to print 
10,000,000 trilingual pavilion maps to give 
as free souvenirs the visitors to the Wened 
can exhibition. About 35,000,000 visitors 
are expected to visit the fair during its seven- 
month run. The estimated cost of printing 
the maps, or souvenirs, is three cents a copy, 
or a total of $300,000. By contrast, we hear 
from Belgian printers that the Russians have 
signed contracts for over $1,000,000 for 
printed give-aways to be handed out at their 
pavilion. We understand also that the Rus- 
sians plan to print a daily multitingual news-

Bertrand Russell has just received $2,800: The Kalinga Prize, 
awarded annually by the United Nations Educational and Cultural 
Organization (UNESCO) was founded by Mr. B. Patnaik, an Indian 
business man who wanted to encourage the popularization of science. 
The award was first given in 1952, and the recipients have included 
Prince Louis de Broglie, discoverer of wave mechanics and secretary 
of the French Academy of Science; Sir Julian Huxley, British biolo- 
gist and former director of UNESCO; and Waldemar Kaempftert, 


science writer of the New York Times. Lord Russell has written 
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over 40 books on logic, mathematics, philosophy, sociology and 
ethics, and is also the author of a number of popular works on 
such subjects as relativity, the atom and the underlying logical prin- 
ciples of mathematics.

Short on leg, long on neck, and extremely 
wealthy in bill, this Durante of the bird 
world is as much a part of Florida’s water- 
front as weathered pilings and fishermen. 
| Sitting on the flat top of a barnacled piling, 
the pelican is a star in the deadpan school of 
comedy. Shiny little eyes gleaming on either 
side of a dismally long snozz, it can keep that 
baleful expression as long as Buster Keaton, 
Jack Benny, or the late Fred Allen. Then a 
push into the air and away it wings, graceful 
as a line of poetry, sailing on undulating air 
currents over the rolling surf, an expected 
part of the sun-seeker’s scenery. For Florid- 
Jans and their visitors the pelican is an avian 
| entertainer of excellence. 

In the beginning, however, only through 
the eyes of the proud parents could newly 
hatched pelicans appear beautiful. Com- 
pletely naked, the skin is an unlovely dark, 
‘purplish red. Gradually a soft white down 
appears. Pelicans then remain white until 
they are ready to fish for themselves. 

Nesting chores, carried on in a bulky struc- 
ture of green twigs situated in low mangrove 
trees, are shared by both parents. When the 
birds change places they go through a little 
ritual. The returning bird alights on a branch 
near the nest, raises its bill as high as possible 
_and waves it back and forth. The nesting bird 
raises its bill, also shakes its wings and does 
ja little preening. One or the other bird may 


utter a few loud clucks, the only vocalizing 
in which adult pelicans indulge, and then 
they change places. 

During the breeding and nesting season, 
both parents have vividly contrasting head 
and neck plumage. The head loses a slight 
yellowish tinge and is sparkling white. A 
broad band of dark chestnut covers the back 
of the neck and meets in front just before 
the neck joins the body. 

Baby pelicans are as noisy as their parents 
are silent. The uproar of hundreds of young- 
sters in the nesting colony is deafening and 
can be heard long distances away. The little 
ones’ constant clamoring for food stops only 
when they are greedily gorging pre-digested 
fish from their parents’ built-in feeding 
trough. In their eagerness for dinner, they

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stick head, neck and more into their parent’s 
open mouth, sometimes even reaching down 
into the old bird’s crop. Needless to say, this 
is uncomfortable for the parent, who tries 
to back away and close its bill but cannot 
with most of a youngster inside it. 

After stuffing themselves the little fellows 
fall into a stupor, but not for long. A few 
minutes later they are squalling for food 
again with a vigor that makes one feel they 
use all their energy to yell for food so they 
will have enough energy to yell for food, 
and so on. 

The antics of fishing pelicans are intricate 
and amusing to ach Ninety per cent of 
their diet consists of small fishes, usually 
those man considers of little food value. On 
discovering a school of small fish, a flock of 
pelicans will wheel and circle, jockeying for 
a good target and diving position. From a 
height of thirty feet or so the pelican will 
crash dive into the water, sailing downwind 
with wings slightly folded for maximum 
speed. The water erupts in a geyser and a 
loud smack as the pelican disappears momen- 
tarily beneath the surface. 

The pelican returns to the surface with a 
pronounced bounce, like a cork that has 
been held underwater. While under the 
surface they turn around for they dive down- 
wind and pop up facing the wind. Floating 
high in the water after a successful dive, 
the pelican has its fish and also several pints 
of water in its pouch. By sticking its bill 
straight up in the air the bird drains the 
water out through the corners of its mouth. 
The pelican then twists and jerks its head 
and bill, sometimes even opening its mouth 
to get the fish into a position to swallow. 
After an apparent gulp, the bird rises again 
and gets ready for another plunge. Special 
air sacs beneath the skin on the breast cushion 
the contact between the diving bird and 
the water. 

Although the pelicans remain mute during 
their feasting, the loud splashes and sparkling 
geysers usually attract the attention of other 
avian fishers of less talent. Among these are 
laughing gulls who arrive on the scene chuck- 
ling and cackling with obvious glee, circling 
swiftly. 

Up comes a pelican with loaded pouch, 
busily draining off the water and trying to 
get the fish in a position to swallow. Down 
swoop the gulls trying to snatch the fish from

the pelican’s beak and often succeeding. Oc- 
casionally a brazen gull will alight on a 
pelican’s head, wait or the larger bird to 
open its bill while adjusting the fish, and 
with all the skill of a pickpocket make off 
with the pelican’s dinner. 

Not among the brightest of birds despite 
its fishing ability, fant poor pelican seldom 
realizes ‘what has happened. Paddling about 
in tight circles, spinning this way Sl that, 
the pelican seems to be puzzling out this 
frustrating turn of events. Its little white 
and black eyes reflect hurt feelings and 
abused confusion. Then with resignation at 
life’s vicissitudes, the swindled creature 
laboriously gets its bulk launched into the 
air once more and maneuvers for another dive. 

Life around some of Florida’s famous 
recreational and fishing piers is less arduous. 
Kind fishermen and amused visitors dole out 
small fish to the feathered beggars who line 
up with half parted beaks. When a morsel is 
tossed into the air all the mouths open so 
wide the birds seem unable to see where 
the fish is falling. If the handout business 
is too slow, pelicans are not above trying to 
filch a meal out of somebody's bait bucket 
or off a stringer. 

Pelicans seem to have a particular affection 
for pilings around docks and boat slips. ‘They 
will sit for long periods of time out-staring 
their human neighbors with the long- foced 
countenance of an Emmett Kelly ilk. Feeling 
completely safe across the ten ‘feet or so a 
water that separates them from human spec- 
tators, pelicans turn a look of disdainful, 
unruflled dignity on efforts to flush them 


from their perches. Should a human approach 
that invisible safety line, the birds will be- 
tray their concern by slightly raising one 
webbed foot and then the other. Should 
the intruder come no farther the pelicans 
will gradually relax, but any farther approach 
will be greeted by an explosion of large 
flapping wings. Even in sudden flight, peli- 
cans manage a comic solemnness. 

The primary range of the brown pelican 
extends from South Carolina around the 
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Pelicans floating on a quiet lagoon are as typical of Florida scenery 
as palm trees or bathing beauties.

Other than serving as the subject of

For the most important wedding of the year in 
France, two little brothers, Bruno and Francois 
VHarcourt, sons of Count d’Harcourt, sub- 
mitted patiently to fittings at Jacques Heim’s. 
Madame Claire, the fitter, and Mr. Hughes, 
the tailor, were fitting them to carry the train 
of the Duchess Marie-Therese de Wurtemburg 
in her wedding to Prince Henri of France. 


The fashion houses also profited enor- 
mously by Queen Elizabeth’s Spring visit, 
making hundreds of lavish gowns and _ hats 
for Parisians to wear to all the receptions 
and state dinners. 

Jacques Heim, who gave the fashion world 
the bikini bathing suit and the dirndl skirt 
and pioneered in the use of cotton as a hich 
fashion fabric, is in the forefront of the 
movement toward ready-to-wear with haute 
couture labels.

owner being a fox-hunting gentleman has 
created from boxwood, figures of the chase. 
Still another is amazingly enough Siamese, 
with stone pagodas and enchanting windbells 
and a museum of ancient Siamese figures. 
But it is in the houses themselves, no 
matter where situated, that we discover the 
essence of Maryland’s ancient and particular 
charm. We explore not only the present 
actual rooms, done in the owner's style, signed 
with his-or her taste, but the past which 
makes up the sum of the present. ‘The Flemish 
bond brick without, is not more durable than 
the beams within, the deeply carved mantel 
or cornices. The sunlight pours through 
handblown glass, across the wide, irregular 
floorboards as it has for generations. For a 
moment we are caught and held, carried 
back by the simplest object to another time. 
The silver candle snuffer on a Pembroke 
table recalls dark passages and hidden stair- 
ways once lighted by beeswax. A needlepoint 
fire-screen, with tiny stitching forming the 
faded roses of its center, evokes a non-existent 
fire, a bright head bent over the canvas, quick 


delicate fingers plunging the needle in and 


out. Who was she, this artist in wool, we 
wonder. Great four-poster beds, canopied 
with beautiful old quilts spread upon them, 
remind us of the large families which once 
occupied such houses, and occasionally the 
china basin and ewer, still extant on a wash- 
stand, recall to our minds that bathrooms 
were not always a necessity. 

In spite of an occasional anachronism, 


here the past is made vital and real by 
present usage, for these homes are most of 
them lived in and enjoyed and are not main- 
tained as museums. Children play here, the 
stairs are grooved deeper by constant foot- 
steps. A great deal of informal entertaining 
is done and visitors are welcome and frequent. 
One comes away with the warm realization 
that the Maryland way of life is not lost, not 
gone with the wind, but that in its houses and 
gardens it still flotiishies for the present and 
ie future generations. 

Twelve tours have been planned for this 
Spring by the Maryland House and Garden 
Pilgrimage with the cooperation of home 
owners scattered throughout the State and 
environs of Baltimore. 

On Tuesday, April 29, the Pilgrimage 
will start with the Green Spring Valley. The 
earliest settlers built around Chattolanee 
Springs, which was originally called Green 
Springs, about 1693. ‘To protect themselves 
against the Indians they erected a series of 
forts one of which, a strong stone edifice at 
Fort Garrison, will be on the tour today. 
Originally the dwelling of the Rangers’ Com- 
mandant, this house contains a notable col- 
lection of Americana, and Indian relics.

The first of the Valley's estate was laid 
out by Capt. Robert North and called Green 
Spring. It was later occupied by Ellin North 
Moale (1741-1825), said to be the first white 
child born in the Baltimore area. The house, 
surrounded by beautiful old trees, may be 
seen today. Owners: Mr. and Mrs. H. Bent- 
hall Marshall. 

In contrast to these historic places Timber- 
lane will display pre-Columbian art and 
Spatterware china. Adjoining the distin- 
guished modern house is a unique garden 
designed as a setting for sculptures ba Reg 
Butler, Lipchitz, Maillol, Rodin, Jacob Ep- 
stein and Zadkine. A wooded wonderland of 
dogwoods and daffodils surrounds the place.
